REPS OF EGYPT, 
MAURITIUS, ZAIRE AND SYRIA ARE INSCRIBED TO SPEAK AT NEXT 
MEETING OCT. 21. COUNCIL AGREED WITHOUT OBIECTION TO GRANT 
HEARING TO SIBEKO (PAC) UNDER RULE 39. 

TUNISIAN REP DRISS CITED SA'S VIOLATIONS OF DECLARATION 
OF RIGHTS OF MAN AND OF UN CHARTER THROUGH APARTHEID AND 
ILLEGAL OCCUPATION OF NAMIBIA. HE REITERATED OAU PRESIDENT'S 
CALL FOR EXPULSION OF SA, FOLLOWED BY CHARTER CHAP. VII 
ACTION. 

SOMALI FONMIN ARTEH STATED ALL CONDITIONS EXIST REQUIRING 
EXPULSION OF SA; THERE IS MASSIVE EVIDENCE AVAILABLE 
AND SPECIALIZED AGENCIES HAVE ALREADY ACTED. THOUGH 
RESPECTING PRINCIPLE OF UNIVERSALITY FOR UN, HE SAID "WE 
CANNOT AGREE THAT THERE SHOULD BE UNIVERSALITY AT ANY 
PRICE." HE SAID AFRICA HAD NOW OFFERED HAND OF FRIENDSHIP 
TO PORTUGAL AND "INDEPENDENT AFRICAN COUNTRIES AND LIBERATION 
MOVEMENTS OF SOUTHERN AFRICAN PEOPLES HAVE ALWAYS BEEN 
AND STILL ARE READY TO RESPOND TO ANY GENUINE AND SIGNIFICANT 
PROPOSALS FOR ESTABLISHMENT OF JUST SOCIETY IN THAT PART 
OF OUR CONTINENT." HOWEVER, NEGATIVE EXPERIENCE OF PAST 
QUARTER OF CENTURY GAVE LITTLE REASON FOR HOPE THAT PORTUGAL'S 
WISE EXAMPLE WOULD BE FOLLOWED. OBJECTIVE CONSIDERATION OF 
QUESTION SHOWS THAT SA’S PRESENCE IN UN MAKES MOCKERY OF 
INTERNATIONAL LAW AND MORALITY. QUOTING PRES SIAD, HE 
URGED EXPULSION. 

SIERRA LEONE FONMIN LUKE ALSO CITED SAG'S VIOLATIONS OF UN 
RESES, SUPPORTED OAU CALL FOR EXPULSION, AND URGED SC TO 
ACT "WITHOUT FLINCHING 1 ' IN WAY THAT WOULD SERVE UN PRINCIPLES 
AND FURTHER RESPECT FOR HUMAN DIGNITY. 
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SOUTH AFRICAN REP BOTHA WAS PRESENT IN COUNCIL CHAMBER 
BUT DID NOT REQUEST TO PARTICIPATE. (OURTEL 4246) 

COMITE 1 - OUTER SPACE 

COMITE CONCLUDED CONSIDERATION OF OUTER SPACE ITEMS OCT. 
18 BY ADOPTING, WITHOUT VOTE, DRAFT RESES (L. 678) AS 
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AMENDED RECOMMENDING GA ENDORSE OUTER SPACE COMITE 
REPORT AND MAKING RECOMMENDATIONS ON WAY COMITE SHOULD 
CONTINUE ITS WORK FOR 1975, AND (L. 679) COMMENDING REGISTRATION 
CONVENTION. PHILIPPINE PROPOSAL TO INCLUDE ADDITIONAL PARA 
IN L. 678 UNDER WHICH GA WOULD REITERATE ITS REQUEST TO WMO 
TO PURSUE ACTIVELY IMPLEMENTATION OF ITS TROPICAL CYCLONE 
PROJECT AND CONTINUE ITS EFFORTS TOWARD MITIGATING HARMFUL 
EFFECTS OF TROPICAL STORMS WAS ACCEPTED WITHOUT OBJECTION. 

OCT. 21 COMITE WILL BEGIN CONSIDERATION OF 12 AGENDA ITEMS 
ON DISARMAMENT. 

OSMAN (EGYPT) TOLD COMITE EGYPT BENEFITED GREATLY FROM 
TECHNIQUE OF REMOTE SENSING. HE AND INDIAN REP HOPED 
COMPULSORY MARKING OF SPACE OBJECTS WOULD BE CONSIDERED 
FURTHER. GICHERO (KENYA) BELIEVED SPACE TECHNOLOGY SHOULD 
BRIDGE INDUSTRIAL GAP BETWEEN DEVELOPED AND DEVELOPING 
COUNTRIES. HE HOPED THAT SPACE CRAFTS SIMILAR 
TO APPLICATIONS TECHNOLOGY SATELLITES USED OVER PACIFC 
AND ATLANTIC OCEANS WOULD FINALLY BE AVAILABLE IN HIS PART 
OF AFRICAN CONTINENT FOR COLLECTING AND TRANSMITTING INFO. 
JAIPAL (INDIA) BELIEVED STATES HAD RIGHT TO DATA ACQUIRED 
BY REMOTE SENSING OF THEIR NATURAL RESOURCES. HE SUPPORTED 
ESTABLISHMENT OF INTERNATIONAL DATA CENTER AND SAID HIS 
GOVT WOULD PROVIDE FACILITIES FOR 

REGIONAL CENTER IN INDIA. HE RECALLED INDIA’S SUGGESTION 

THAT JOINT DRAFTING GROUP COMPOSED OF WORKING GROUP AND LEGAL 

SUBCOMITE WORK OUT AGREEMENT ON DBS PRINCIPLES. 

IN OPINION OF BAYANDOR (IRAN), FORMULA SUGGESTED FOR PACKAGE 
COMPROMISE ON CLUSTER OF ISSUES ON EXPLOITATION OF NATURAL 
RESOURCES OF MOON WOULD SOLVE PRESENT IMPASSE. ON DBS, 

HE HOPED FOR COMPROMISE BETWEEN THOSE BELIEVING ON FOI AND 
PROPONENTS OF ABSOLUTE STATE SOVEREIGNTY. HARNESSING 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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USES OF REMOTE SENSING TECHNOLOGY WOULD EASE BURDENS OF 
DEVELOPING COUNTRIES. INTERNATIONAL CONFERENCE, WHICH 
SHOULD BE ACTION-ORIENTED, COULD CHART COURSE FOR 
CHANNELING ASSISTANCE TO LDC'S. 

PLAJA (ITALY) REAFFIRMED NEED FOR DEFINITION OF 
INTERNATIONALLY AGREED RULES FOR EQUITABLE DISTRIBUTIO OF 
LOCATIONS OF SATELLITES IN SYNCHRONOUS ORBIT. HE FAVORED 
RECONVENING WORKING GROUPS ON DBS AND ON REMOTE SENSING. 
MEXICAN AND ALGERIAN REPS WELCOMED ARGENTINE-BRAZIL DRAFT 
TREATY ON REMOTE SENSING, WITH ALGERIAN SPEAKING OF NEED 
FOR PRIOR CONSENT. DRAFT WAS ALSO SUPPORTED BY THAI REP, 

WHO STATED UN CHARTER NEEDED TO BE REVIEWE IN LIGHT OF NEW 
DEVELOPMENTS AND ADVANCES IN SPACE RESEARCH. MALAGASY REP 
STATED LDC’S SHOULD HAVE FREE ACCESS TO RESULTS OF 
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RESEARCH AFFECTING THEIR OWN TERRITORIES AND SHOULD HAVE 
RIGHT TO PROTECT THEMSELVES AGAINST OUTSIDE INTERVENTION 
BY DBS. BOATEN (GHANA) CALLED FOR PRIORITY CONSIDERATION OF 
LEGAL IMPLICATIONS OF REMOTE SENSING. WAPENYI (UGANDA) 

WOULD WELCOME DBS PROVIDED TECHNIZUE WAS NOT UNDER IDEOLOGICAL 
CONTROL OF FEW STATES, AND SAID FIELD OF REMOTE SENSING 
WAS REA WHERE REGIONAL APPROACH SHOULD BE ENCOURAGED. 

SEN. KUCHEL SUPPORTED TWO DRAFT RESES AND WELCOMED GROWING 
AWARENESS AMONG STATES THAT SPACE RESEARCH COULD BE OF BENEFIT 
TO ALL MANKIND. UPPER VOLTAN REP AGREED THAT BENEFITS TO BE 
DERIVED FROM REMOTE SENSING WERE VAST BUT SAID SUCH 
ACTIVITY MUST SCRUPULOUSLY OBSERVE SOVEREIGNTY OF STATES. 

SIERRA LEONE REP URGED CONCLUSION OF MOON TREATY. FAO 
REP SPOKE OF FAO ACTIVITIES IN REMOTE SENSING FIELD. 

ELIAS (SPAIN) SUGGESTED: 1) ALLOWING ALL INTERESTED 

STATES TO PARTICIPATE IN OUTER SPACE COMITE MEETINGS WITHOUT 

RIGHT TO VOTE; 2) AGAIN ENLARGING COMITE MEMBERSHIP; 

3) PERIODIC AND PARTIAL CHANGING OF COMITE MEMBERSHIP; 

OR 4) VOLUNTARY PARTICIPATION WITH EQUAL RIGHTS. HE SAID 
STUDY OF STREAMLINING PARTICIPATION IN COMITE 
SHOULD HAVE BEEN REFLECTED IN DRAFT RESES BUT TO OFFER 
THAT PROPOSAL AT THIS STAGE WAS NOT PRACTICAL, BUT, 

SEPAKING ALSO ON BEHALF COLOMBIA, PERU, PHILIPPINES, TUNISIA 
AND TURKEY, SAID SUGGESTIONS HE MADE SHOULD BE CONSIDERED 
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SPC IN OCT 18 MEETING HEARD STATEMENTS ON APARTHEID 
BY REPS OF MALAYSIA, MADAGASCAR, SYRIA, CZECHOSLOVAKIA, 
NEPAL AND HUNGARY. STATEMENTS ALL CALLED FOR STRICTER 
OBSERVATION OF SANCTIONS AND EXPRESSED DISPLEASURE AT 
COUNTRIES INVESTING IN SOUTH AFRICAN INDUSTRIES AND 
SELLING ARMS TO SAG. MALAYSIAN REP SAID ALL COUNTRIES 
SHOULD JOIN TO WIPE OUT APARTHEID; ALL AID AND SUPPORT FOR 
SA SHOULD BE DISCONTINUED. MALAGASY REP SAID SOME COUNTRIES 
BELIEVE FOREIGN INVESTMENT IN SA MUST CONTINUE AT ALL 
COSTS, SPEAKING OF INCREASING SALARIES AND CONDITIONS OF 
BLACKS BUT ENSURING THAT DIFFERENCES BETWEEN BLACK AND 
WHITE SALARIES ARE MAINTAINED. PRETORIA HAS DEFIED 
UN BUT WISHES TO REMAIN IN ORGANIZATION, MALAGASY REP SAID 
IN CALLING ON SC TO CHOOSE BETWEEN REAL SA REPS AND RACIST 
MINORITY CLINGING TO POWER. SYRIAN REP, AFTER STATING THAT 
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UN EFFORTS TO END APARTHEID HAD PRODUCED NO IMPROVEMENT, 
CALLED WESTERN STATES PARTNERS IN CRIME AGAINST HUMANITY 
OF APARTHEID, ADDING THAT PRETORIA COULD NOT HAVE 
CONTINUED TO DEFY UN WITHOUT SUPPORT OF WORLD IMPERIALISM 
AND ZIONISM. SAYING THAT POLITICAL.ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL 
RELATIONSHIPS BETWEEN TOW COUNTRIES HAVE REACHED NEW 
DIMENSIONS, SYRIAN REP CALLED FOR UN DENUNCIATION AND 
REMEDY OF COLLUSION AND ORGANIC BONDS LINKING TWO RACIST 
REGIMES IN TEL AVIV AND JOHANNESBURG. NEPAL REP CALLED 
FOR ASSISTANCE TO LIBERATION MOVEMENTS. CHAIRMAN LIND (SWEDEN) 
ALSO ANNOUNCED THAT DENNIS BRUTUS, PRESIDENT OF SOUTH 
AFRICAN NON-RACIAL OLYMPIC COMITE, CHAIRMAN OF INTL CAMPAIGN 
AGAINST RACISM IN SPORTS AND UN REP OF INTL DEFENSE 
AND AID FUND, WILL APPEAR AS PETITIONER AT OCT 21 MEETING. 
(REPEATED INFO PRETORIAL, CAPETOWN)

ITS FIRMNESS, AND AUSTRALIANS, MAURITANIANS AND IRANIANS 
COMPLIMENTED IT. SOUTH AFRICAN ARGUS PRESS CORRESPONDENT 
COMMENTED HE WAS STRUCK BY SERIOUSNESS OF STATEMENT

HUMAN RIGHTS AND HEARD STATEMENTS ON THAT SUBJECT BY REPS 
OF NETHERLANDS, PAKISTAN, AUSTRALIA, SYRIA, CHINA, 

DEMOCRATIC YEMEN, NEW ZEALAND, FRG, US, GREECE, BYELORUSSIA, 
YUGOSLAVIA, MONGOLIA, SWEDEN, SENEGAL AND SAUDI ARABIA, 

IN ADDITION TO POINTS OF ORDER RAISED BY NETHERLANDS, 

ALGERIA AND UK AND CHILEAN RIGHT OF REPLY. DRAFT RES 

L. 2106/REV. 1 IS MODIFIED VERSION OF L. 2106 ON TORTURE 

AND OTHER CRUEL, INHUMAN OR DEGRADING TREATMENT OR PUNISHMENT 

IN RELATIONS TO DETENTION AND IMPRISONMENT, INTRODUCED 

BY NETHERLANDS WITH 17 CO-SPONSORS. NETHERLANDS, PAKISTANI, 

SYRIAN, YUGOSLAV, SENEGALESE AND US REPS SPOKE IN SUPPORT. 

SEN PERCY (US) SUGGESTED UNIVERSAL WORLDWIDE CODE OF ETHICS 
ON DETENTION AND INTERROGATION AS PRACTICAL STEP. 

NEW DRAFT RES (A.C./L.21 14) ON PROTECTION OF HUMAN RIGHTS 
IN CHILE INCORPORATES DRAFT RESES. L. 2107, L. 2108 AND 
AMENDMENTS L. 2109, REQUESTING GA EXPRESS DEEPEST 
CONCERN OF REPORTS OF CONSTANT FLAGRANT VIOLATIONS OF BASIC 
HUMAN RIGHTS AND FUNDAMENTAL FREEDOMS IN CHILE, URGE 
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CHILEAN AUTHORITIES TO RESTORE AND SAFEGUARD BASIC RIGHTS 
AND FREEDOMS, RELEASE ALL PERSONS DETAINED WITHOUT CHARGE

SWEDEN, BYELORUSSIA, AND FRG REPS SPOKE IN FAVOR OF RES. 

FRG REP EXPRESSED RESERVATION, SAYING SHE WISHED PREAMBULAR 
PARAS OF 2107 HAD BEEN INCLUDED; BYELORUSSIAN REP CHARGED THAT 
CHILE WAS NETWORK OF CONCENTRATION CAMPS, TO WHICH 
MONGOLIA ALSO REFERRED, DRAWING CHILEAN RIGHT OF REPLY. 

SENEGAL INTRODUCED NEW 20-POWER DRAFT RES (A/C.3/L.21 12) 

ON HUMAN RIGHTS AND FUNDAMENTAL FREEDOMS WHICH WOULD HAVE 
GA PARTICULARLY REAFFIRM RIGHT OF PEOPLES OF SOUTHERN 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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AFRICA TO SELF DETERMINATION, FREEDOM AND INDEPENDENCE, 

EXPRESS SATISFACTION WITH GOVTS, UN BODIES, INTERGOVT 

AND NGO ENTITIES TO PROVIDE MORAL AND MATERIAL ASSISTANCE 

TO PEOPLES OF TERRITORIES, AND TO STRONGLY CONDEMN 

POLICIES OF NATO MEMBERS WHO ASSIST RACIST REGIMES. DRAFT 

RES ALSO REQUESTS SYG TRANSMIT TO CHR A SUMMARY OF DISCUSSION 

ON QUESTION AND COMITE 3 REPORT TO GA. 
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WITHOUT VOTE, COMITE RECOMMENDED OCT. 18 THAT GA NOTE JIU 
REPORT ON COMMUNICATIONS IN UN SYSTEM, ACC AND ACABQ 
OBSERVATIONS, AND SYG'S REPORT ON SUBJECT WHICH PROPOSES 
CERTAIN MODERNIZATION OF TELECOMMUNICATIONS FACILITIES. 
FINANCIAL IMPLICATIONS OF THESE WERE RESERVED UNTIL LATER. 
BUDGET DIRECTOR LAVAU SAID ORIGINAL FIGURE OF $480,000 COULD 
BE REDUCED TO $330,000 AS SUPPLEMENTAL FOR 1974/75 BUDGET. 
STATEMENTS WERE MADE BY REPS SWEDEN, NETHERLANDS, FRANCE, 
TURKEY, INDONESIA, AUSTRALIA, PHILIPPINES, SPAIN, ITALY, 

ECUADOR, MOROCCO, AND DOMINICAN REPUBLIC. ASYG RYAN REPLIED 
TO QUESTIONS RAISED BY VARIOUS DELS. 

SWEDEN, FRANCE, TURKEY, AND SPAIN CONCURRED IN RECOMMENDATION 
OF ACABQ. SWEDEN, NETHERLANDS, INDONESIA, TURKEY, AUSTRALIA. 
PHILIPPINES, SPAIN, ECUADOR, AND MOROCCO ALL AGREED WITH 
SYG AND ACABQ VIEW THAT UN SHOULD HAVE COMBINED UN-OWNED 
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AND COMMERCIAL FACILITIES, AND THAT IT WAS ESPECIALLY 
IMPORTANT TO HAVE ITS OWN SYSTEM IN CASES OF DISASTER 
AND PECEKEEPING. PHILIPPINES, SWEDEN, TURKEY, ECUADOR, 

ITALY, AND DOMINICAN REPUBLIC ALL AGREED SYSTEM SHOULD 
BE MODERNIZED. PHILIPPINES, SPAIN, AND DOMINICAN 
REPUBLIC SUPPORTED CENTREX. INDOENSIA AND TURKEY 
EXPRESSED DESIRE THERE WOULD BE NO SUPPLEMENTALS; WHILE 
SPAIN OBJECTED TO THE $480,000 FIGURE BEING TWICE THE 
ORIGINAL ESTIMATE. ECUADOR, NETHERLANDS, FRANCE, TURKEY 
HAD DIFFICULTY WITH $330,000 SUPPLEMENTAL; HOWEVER, 

AUSTRALIA SAID THE FINANCIAL IMPLICATIONS OF THE SYG PROPOSALS 
WERE RATIONAL, WARRANTED AN ADDITIONAL EXPENDITURE, AND 
INITIAL POSITION WAS NOT TO OPPOSE. 

IN DISCUSSION PROGRAM OF WORK, CHAIRMAN SAID HE EXPECTED COMITE 
COULD TAKE UP PUBLICATIONS AND DOCUMENTATION OCT. 21 OR 22. 

POLISH AND SOVIET DELS COMPLAINED ABOUT DELAY IN PREPARATION 
OF COMITE 5 DOCUMENTS, AND AUSTRALIAN DEL URGED 
PRIORITY ATTENTION TO ICSC. 

COMITE 6- DEFINING AGGRESSION 

IN CONTINUED DEBATE ON DEFINING AGGRESSION COMITE 6 IN 
OCT 18 MEETING (AM) HEARD STATEMENTS BY REPS OF YUGOSLAVIA, 

CYPRUS, GUATEMALA, DEMOCRATIC YEMEN, ALGERIA, CUBA AND 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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AFGHANISTAN. YUGOSLAV REP SAID INCLUSION OF PHRASE "IN 
CONTRAVENTION OF CHARTER" IN ARTICLE 2 LEFT OPEN POSSIBLE 
JUSTIFICATIONS FOR AGGRESSION, AND HIS DEL WOULD HAVE PREFERRED 
CLEAR STATEMENT OF CASES IN WHICH USE OF FORCE WAS LAWFUL. 
ROSSIDES (CYPRUS) SAID SC OFTEN FAILED TO IMPLEMENT DECISIONS, 

CITING AS EXAMPLE SITUATION LAST SUMMER WHEN AGGRESSION 
HAD CONTINUED AND BEEN INTENSIFIED IN DISREGARD OF SC 
DECISION, AND ADDING THAT CYPRUS HAD BEEN VICTIM OF MOST 
"BLATANT" ACT OF AGGRESSION IN RECENT HISTORY IN 
YEAR OF ADOTPION OF DEFINITION. GUATEMALAN REP ALSO NOTED 
THAT EXISTENCE OF RIGHT TO SELF DETERMINATION MEANT THAT 
FIRST USE OF FORCE DID NOT ALWAYS CONSTITUTE AGGRESSION, 

ADDING THAT HIS DEL UNDERSTOOD THAT COMMUNITIES ALLEGEDLY 
REPRESENTED ON INTL SCENE IN ADDITION TO STATES WERE 
COVERED BY DRAFT, AND THAT DRAFTERS HAD NOT INTENDED CERTAIN 
TYPES OF ATTACKS ON FISHING VESSELS, FOR EXAMPLE, BE CONSIDERED 
AGGRESSION. 

PDR YEMEN, ALGERIAN, AND CUBAN REPS SAID THAT PROVISION 
RELATING TO SENDING ARMED BANDS TO CARRY OUT ACTS OF 
AGGRESSION AGAINST ANOTHER STATE SHOULD NOT PREJUDICE LEGITIMACY 
OF STRUGGLES OF PEOPLE FOR SELF-DETERMINATION OR INDEPENDENCE. 
ALGERIAN REP ALSO SAID HIS DEL PREFERRED MORE PRECISE 
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DEFINITION WITH BINDING FORCE. CUBAN REP EXPRESSED 
SATISFACTION THAT ELEMENTS OF TERRORISM AND SUBVERSION 
HAD NOT BEEN INCLUDED IN LIST OF ACTS QUALIFYING AS 
AGGRESSION. CHAUSSY (AFGHANISTAN) SAID DENIAL OF ACCESS TO 
OR FROM THE SEA TO A LAND-LOCKED STATE WAS SAME AS BLOCKADE 
OF PORT AND SHOULD HAVE BEEN CONSIDERED IN ARTICLES 
REFERRING TO INDIRECT AGGRESSION OR TO BLOCKADING OF 
PORTS OR COASTS, COMPLAINING THAT NO REP OF LAND-LOCKED 
COUNTRY HAD BEEN ON SPECIAL COMITE AND STATING HIS DEL 
WOULD ABSTAIN ON RES WITHOUT PROVISIONS DEFINING BLOCKING 
ACCESS TO SEA AS AGGRESSION. 

ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL COUNCIL- 

ECOSOC OCT. 18 TOOK UP REPORT OF WORLD BANK GROUP. HEARD 
ADDRESS BY BANK PRES MCNAMARA, AND NOTED WITH APPRECIATION 
REPORTS OF WORLD BANK GROUP. COUNCIL ALSO TOOK NOTE OF REPORT 
OF ECONOMIC COMMISSION FOR WESTERN ASIA (ECWA) AND ENDORSED 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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WITHOUT VOTE ECWA RES DECIDING THAT BEIRUT WOULD BE ECWA'S 
PROVISIONAL HEADQUARTERS SITE FOR FIVE YEARS. IT WAS DECIDED 
TO TRANSMIT TO AD HOC WORKING GROUP OF EXPERTS OF HRC 
DOCUMENT CONCERNING ALLEGATIONS OF INFRINGEMENTS OF 
TRADE UNION RIGHTS (E/5588), SUBMITTED BY WFTU, AND REUQEST WG 
TO INCLUDE ITS FINDINGS IN REPORT NEXT SPRING. 

MCNAMARA STATED THAT EVERY ELEMENT IN CURRENT ECONOMIC 
SITUATION WORKED TO DISADVANTAGE OF POOREST COUNTRIES. WHICH 
NOW HAD PROMPT NEED OF ADDITIONAL ASSISTANCE OF CONCESSION 
TERMS OF ORDER OF $3,000-$4,000 MILLION MORE PER YEAR IN 
REMAINING YEARS OF DECADE. BANK, HE SAID. WOULD PUT PRIMARY 
EMPHASIS ON ENCOURAGING PRODUCTIVITY OF POOR. IN VIEW OF 
GROWING FOOD SHORTAGES, ONE OF CRUCIAL ACTIONS LDCS 
THEMSELVES COULD TAKE WAS EXPANSION OF THEIR CREAL GRAINS 
PRODUCTION. BANK PROGRAM. THOUGH IT HAD RECEIVED HELP FROM 
OPEC COUNTRIES, WAS TOTALLY INADEQUATE. 

SEN. PERCY SAID THOSE WHO PORTRAYED PRESENT SITUATION AS 
MERE STRUGGEL BETWEEN RICH AND POOR WERE MISSING POINT. HE 
STRESSED NEED FOR ALL COUNTRIES TO CONSERVE ENERGY SOURCES. 

TO FIGHT INFLATION, AND TO RAISE LEVELS OF FOOD PRODUCTIONM 
CONSENSUS HAD TO BE REACHED ON CHARTER OF ECONOMIC RIGHTS 
AND DUTIES OF STATES, AND HE SUGGESTED IF SUCCESSFUL 
AGREEMENT NOT REACHED SOON WORLD BANK GROUP HELP IN RESOLVING 
"PHILOSOPHICAL DIFFERENCES.” COLOMBIAN REP ASKED HOW 
BANK INTENDED TO PUT SPECIAL GA S PROGRAM OF ACTION INTO 
PRACTICS. GDR REP POINTED OUT BANK GROUP REPORTS CONTAINED 
REFERENCES TO GERMAN EXPORTS, AUTHORITIES, ETC., WHICH IN 
REALITY RELATED TO FRG, AND HE ASKED THAT ACCOUNT BE TAKEN 
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OF FACT GDR AND FRG WERE TWO SOVEREIGN AND INDEPENDENT 
COUNTRIES. STATEMENTS WERE ALSO MADE BY REPS FRANCE, IAPAN, 
SWEDEN. NETHERLANDS. IRA, UK. USSR. MEXICO, CHINA AND 
ALGERIA. 

CHINESE REP COMPLAINED THAT TO DATE BANK GROUP WAS STILL 
KEEPING CHIANG KAI-SHEK REPS IN ITS ORGANIZATION, CONTRARY 
TO TERMS OF GA RES, AND HIS DEL STRONGLY CONDEMNED "SUCH 
TRUCULENT AND UNREASONABLE ATTITUDE." BANK GROUP'S POSITION 
OF CREATING "TWO CHINAS" COULD NOT BE TOLERATED, 
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AND HE CALLED FOR EXPULSION OF CHIANG KAI-SHEK REPS. 

MCNAMARA, DURING COURSE OF REPLIES TO QUESTIONS, SAID MATTER 
WAS DISCUSSED WITH PRC REP FROM WHOM CLARIFICATION HAD 
BEEN SOUGHT. THAT REP SAID HE WOULD TRANSMIT CABLE TO HIS 
GOVT AND INFORM BANK OF RESPONSE. HOWEVER, THUS FAR, 

NO REPLY HAD BEEN RECEIVED. 

DISCUSSING ECWA REPORT, GHORRA (LEBANON) SAID LEBANON 
ALREADY BOUGHT SUFFICIENT LAND TO HOUSE VARIOUS AGENCIES 
AND WOULD PROVIDE UN WITH LONG-TERM INTERESTSAFREE 
LOANS TO CONSTRUCT NECESSARY PREMISES. 

MCNAMARA, IN REPLY TO OTHER QUESTIONS, SAID BANK WAS 
REPARED TO ACT AS EXECUTIVE AGENT OF SPECIAL FUND TO ASSIST 
MSA'S, AND WAS PREPARED TO PROVIDE AID, IF REQUESTED, IN 
PREPARATION OF CHARTER ON ECONOMIC RIGHTS AND DUTIES OF 
STATES. 

TRUSTEESHIP COUNCIL - PAPUA NEW GUINEA 

IN OCT 18 MEETING TRUSTEESHIP COUNCIL APPROVED LEGAL COUNSEL 
PLAN FOR TERMINATING TRUSTEESHIP OF PAPUA NEW GUINEA, 

APPOINTED DRAFTING COMITE OF UK AND US TO PROPOSE CONCLUSIONS 
AND RECOMMENDATIONS FOR INCLUSION IN COUNCIL'S NEXT 
REPORT, AND HEARD STATEMENTS BY SPECIAL REP OF PNG 
(KIKI) AND AUSTRALIAN REP. LEGAL COUNSEL, FOLLOWING UN PRACTIVE, 

RECOMMENDS GA WITH AGREEMENT OF ADMINISTERING AUTHORITY PASS 
RES STATING THAT TRUSTEESHIP AGREEMENT WILL CEASE TO BE IN 
FORCE ON DATE OF INDEPENDENCE, WHICH IS NOT SPECIFIED. 

ADMINISTERING AUTHORITY WILL THEN NOTIFY SYG OF INDEPENDENCE 
DATE SO SYG CAN NOTIFY MEMBER STATES AND COUNCIL MEMBERS. 

PNG REP CLARIFIED HIS GOVT'S FOREIGN INVESTMENT POLICY, 

INCLUDING TRAINING PROGRAMS FOR EMPLOYEES, AND PROTECTION OF 
TRADITIONAL CULTURES AND ENVIRONMENT, TO BE CARRIED OUT 
JOINTLY BY NATL INVESTMENT AND DEVELOPMENT AUTHORITY AND 
INVESTMENT CORPORATION, LATTER ESTABLISHED TO GIVE PNG 
EQUITY IN FOREIGN BUSINESSES BY BUYING SHARES AND 
SELLING THEM TO PAPUA NEW GUINEANS. KIKI SAID TAX EXEMPTIONS 
WOULD BE PERMITTED ONLY UNDER SPECIAL CIRCUMSTANCES 
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SUPPORT FOR SPECIAL REP'S REQUEST TO TERMINATE AGREEMENT. 

AND SAID HIS GOVT WAS COMMITTED TO FINANCIAL AID OF "UNITED 
PNG BEFORE AND AFTER FORMAL INDEPENDENCE", WITH $A 500 
MILLIO PROMISED OVER NEXT THREE YEARS. 

CENTER FOR BUILDING, HOUSING AND PLANNING - 

MORDEN (CANADA) TOLD MISOFF ANY RATIONALIZATION OF 
INTERNATIONAL HABITAT AND HUMAN SETTLEMENTS FOUNDATION (IHHSF) 

AND CENTER FOR BUILDING, HOUSING AND PLANNING SHOULD LOGICALLY 
BE DISCUSSED AT VANCOUVER CONFERENCE ON HABITAT, AND GOC 
WAS CONCERNED ABOUT PLAN TO MERGE IHHSF AND CENTER, OR 
ABOLISH LATTER, AS BEING PREMATURE. (OURTEL 4203)
